Cod,as ar other times, though by the King's Law he was not co pray , yer 
he went into his houle, and his wtndows being open, he kneeled down and 
gave thanks vfore God, +, and thoſe men that (tired vp Dicrixe 1gainlt

cuſed him to'the King, fo that he Luffcred, verſ,11,12.even 25 many wick» 
ed Prieſts hath done ___ many at this day for praying to God, and wors- 
ſhipping him in their houſes, into which they have ofcen entred, and find- 
ing the people of God either at prayer, or ſome other godly cxe1ciſe, have 
ofcen 2cculed chem and ſtirred up the Rulers againſt chem, ſo that they have 
deeply ſuffered as Damiel did , and the Devil was not in Aordecat, who 
diſoveyed che command of King Ahaſweraus, and would not bow unto Ha. 
man, nor do him reverence, Heſt, 3.2 3. chovgh the King had commanded

ed of God, for the puniſhment of evil doets, and for the praiſe of chunthar

And to ſay that that was the light with- 
in Saul when he ſaid,[ verily thought,&c.this isan abſolute lye,ſor that was 
the ſame Spirit of darknels and deluſion, which now leads his Succefſors to 
think they do good ſervice in perſecuting the Church of Chritt and the 
members of it, who follows their evii thoughts, as he did, bur when he came 
to know the true light, word, and power of God.this brought into captivity 
every thought unto the obedience of Chriſt, as he himſelf :fhumcd, 2 Cor.
